This  annual  report  of  the  cannery  prolucts  graiin^'^  aervice  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  is  issue!  so  that  growers,  canners, 
and  processors  of  canning  crops  may  he  alvised  of  the  progress  and  cur- 
rent status  of  the  project,  and  of  average  grades,  prices,  and  yields 
of  principal  canning  crops. 

Nearly  270  million  pounds  were  graded  at  51  inspection  points

1938 •   This  self-supporting  service  seems  not  yet  to  have  passed  from 
the  period  of  rapid  expansion,  as  evidenced  by  the  40^  increase  in  1^29 
over  1938,  100^  increase  in  1939  over  1937,  and  150^  increase  in  1939 
over  1936,  However  with  so  large  a  proportion  of  tiiu  total  proiuction 
of  such  crops  as  tomatoes,  apples,  and  cherries  already  being  purchased 
under  grades  and  inspections,  the  percentage  increase  in  this  work  from 
year  to  year  may  he  expected  to  he  less  than  formerly. 

The  service  is  not  a  cooperative  Federal-State  enterprise.  How- 
ever much  assistance  has  been  received  from  the  United  States  Departm.ent 
of  Agriculture  in  grade  formulation  arid  interpretation,  in  supplying 
trained  inspectors  and  in  many  other  ways.  This  assistance,  which  has 
aided  materially  in  the  profpress  and  proper  functioning  of  the  v/ork 
since  its  inception  in  1927,  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  also  takes  this  means 
of  expressing  appreciation  to  i^T^owers  and  iroressors  of  canning  (^roj^s 
of  the  State  through  whose  cooperation  this  work  has  progressed. 
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BULK  APPLE  GHADINa  ~  1929 

1939  was  the  tenth  consecutive  year  that  most  of  the  Pennsylvania 
canning  apples  were  purchase!  on  the  basis  of  the  FedercJ  grales  under 
State  inspection. 

Bulk  apples  gralel  in  1^39  totaled  78,718,954  pounds  compared  with 
55,819,000  pounds  in  1938,  and  increase  of  nearly  dO%   and  the  heaviest 
volume  of  any  year  since  this  work  started.  During  the  1939  ser.son, 
canners  used  a  2  l/4  inch  minimum  size  in  connection  v/ith  the  U.  S.  grades 
The  average  receipts  of  U.  S,  No.  1  (Cannery  gr-^.des)  v/r.s  81^,  U.S.  Fo.  2, 
IZfo,   and  Culls  7%.
